TALK OR PLAY AUDIO EQUIPMENT AT A VOLUME WHICH DISTURBS OTHERS

BE DISRUPTIVE, DISORDERLY, OR HARASS PATRONS AND/OR STAFF

CONDUCT SURVEYS, OR DISTRIBUTE PRINTED MATERIAL

PANHANDLE, OR SOLICIT FOR SALES OR CHARITY

DESTROY, DEFACE OR ABUSE LIBRARY PROPERTY
